Captain R M, Shaw of the Fire 
Department of LonJon arrived in this 
city yesterday, liouiul lioiiiewiiril, after 
an exti^nilod excursion tliroiigli ilie 
.Southern and WoKtern Stiites. He 
vi.sited nearly all ilie iirominenl cilies 
of the country, and paiil careful lUten 
tion everywhere to the b'ire Depari- 
nients. Evidently lio liaa not boon in- 
slruoled. "I visiied the riiitod 
.States ten veiii-s n'j;o," ho sniil last, 
night, "ami then the l''ire Depart- 
ments were iiwiiy hcliiiul the age. 
Since that Lime ihe rest of liie world 
lias far ndvanuod ; here -not a aingle 
step onward has been nnulo. ' In fsct, 
I have noticed many e\ idonce.s of a 
decidedly retro^radi tnovenient." 
The London Chief inveii^heil .sUont;ly 
against the inllucncc of politics in the 
aervice. The ''hest American tireman." 
stvincd to he the individual "who had 
tilt! strongest pnll upon the uolitical 
string." Looked at from this stand- 
jjoint the •Amprican-syRteni was simply 
rotten. A man had no need for train- 
iiij^ here; it was of inucii more value to 
hiivu a friend in powei-. lie li.'id 
heard u (jieat deal of boasting, le.- .saiil, 
ahont the wondt^fully trained tironiou 
of t^owJYorkiiy 'I'hey had. talked to 
him loutUy iartl long of the niagniticont 
drill of the departinoht. He had seen 
it all, and it all amounted to a little 
exhibition of liarheRsing horses. And 
this Captain Shaw serenely set down 
nj)on as "absurdly nsoles.s, you know." 
Jf it be of so great importance to rush 
out to a lire, why not keep tlio horses 
continually harnessed and at the car- 
riage and the men awake and at their 
jiostsl He was conlident that this 
would !>c cheaper. Captain Slmw also 
found ffiult with the uniforms of the 
liremen in ail the cities of the country. 
'J'liey may he serviceable, but they are 
not pretty. •.'^American firemen on 
duty look like caridatures," remarked 
the visiting London man, with an 
equally charming frankness, declaring 
that the native (irenien haven't the 
faintest idea of thu work to be done 
at a fire, or the way to do it. liu was 
very sorry that lie couldn't have. them 
in London for a while. He had no 
doubtthat in time theycould besotraiti- 
edas to compare fairly with some of his 
men. Captain Shaw has discovered 
that there is a terrible waste of money 
on this sidi.' of the ocean. "The truth 
is, "he said, "the politicians and the 
maker sof the fire machines have been 
running things their :own way ; and it 
looks as tliougii they were going to keep 
right along in the .same track." He had 
seen ladders here which he had been in 
formed cost $-1,000. In his experience 
liis department! had never bought l)ut 
one ladder that cost over XIOO. They 
couldn't all'ord to buy ladders at such 
an enormous i>rice. Ho was in the 
habit of paying I' lOO for a fire engine; 
it woultl be extravagance to i)ay more. 
Jlero ho had seen inacliines costing 
from ^;10,000 to 818,000. The low- 
priced, English engines he was certain 
are superior to the high-priced Ameri- 
can ones. The hose used, he nay^ is of 
a very inferior quality, and sold at a 
basely extortionate price. (,'aptaiii 
Shaw made inerry at the ])rot(!n8ionH 
of American fHi'inuii. Ho will return 
to his hoine, he adtuitted, better .satis- 
lied than ovtir with London, her fire 
department, and himself.

'The immense outfit required foi" a 
large uriuy in time of war is well shown 
by an article in tho London- 7'u?it-.v, 
which gives the completo eqTJip^neuli of 
the army now in Egyi>t,lSvhibh liiiin- 
bors, it will be rememered, about 25,- 
000 men. It is imjio.ssible to re|)ro- 
duce the complete catalogue of details, 
but some extracts will prove both 
novel and interesting. In; the cani)); 
equipment of i^ach cavalry, rcgimentare 
eight axes, 115 cwup k'ottlieq, Miinfitiy; 
one b.iskcta, aoventy-tlweu reaping hooka, 
ten lanterns, 540 wiiite funigc cords and 
an equal number of saddle covers, .u.tty- 
rour mnllota, aovuntocn mauls, fi lO heel 
ropo pegs, l(j5 ijickot poata, 5-10 tarred

"three EAItLY BIRD'S THAT 

DIDN'T CATCH THE EARLY 

WORMS. 

\Vu read in yestorduy'.s oiyan of the 
Orit local government an intereating item 
of intoUigehce, a penisul of which must 
havo filledthe few muleraof tlio organ with 
~'h'6pifana'*<Jonfidonco if it has nof excited 
thom to onthusiaanj. Under the heading 
of " Gi'.iving Dock " tlio announcement is 
made that "Hon. Mr. Boaven, accom- 
panied by Mr. Morris, one of the engi- 
ueera-in-cliief, and Mr. Bennett, resident 
engineer of the dock, visited the works 
early (mark the |'uarly," ye sluggards) 
ycBteMay morning in order to avail thom 
selves of the opportunity to inspect tlie 
coHbrdam at low tide." The point and 
pith of tliia quo'.ition lies in the word 
"early," and it is left to the im.igination 
of the reader to conjure up u picture of 
the extraordinary amount of energy which 
the chief commissioner and the engineers 
auiniuoned to tlieir command before they 
could prevail on themselves to leave their 
bads in the gray of a rainy morning and 
wade through the slumtullion of the har- 
bor bottom in search of — what does the 
f reader think j "Worms." Juat fancy 
-'ttie chief commissioner of lands and 
works, the engincer-in-chief and the resi- 
dent engineer, with tlieir legs encased in 
long gumboots, and armed each with a 
bottle of verniifnge, exploring the foun- 
dations of the cotl'erdam for — "worms." 
Not pin worms, or tape worms, or earth 
woruia, but marine worms. Egad I but 
it nuiat have boon a rare sight to behold 
the chief commissioner, who has been 
whistling to keop his courage up for the 
past month or two, trying to coax the 
little worms out of their little nests wliile 
the engineers stood ready to pour a spoon- 
ful of the anti-worm mi.xturu down each 
wormy throat. "First catch your hare, 
then skin it," is the well known direction 
with which an English recipe for cooking 
a hare and conunencos. "First catcli your 
worm, then pliysic him," was the motto 
with which these three gentlemen wal- 
lowed in the slum of the cofl'erdani on 
Tuesday. The paragraph continues : 

'-'A (kireful and interesting examination 
was made and it was found that the piles 
and woodwork are in a good state of pre- 
servation, although in .several instances 
there ia evidence of tiie mvnges of tlie 
marine worm." 

The "piles and woodwork are in a 
good state of preservation," are they i 
This does not agree with the investt^tion 
of Mr. Walkem, the result of which he 
referred to the house with melodramatic 
effecji' while holding in his hand a piece of 
honeycombed pile which, he alleged, waii 
sawed from a cofi'erdam pile. ' "Mr. 
.Sjieakor," quoth he, "I venture the pro- 
fdictiiin that as soon as the water has been 
pumped out the coiferdani will fall to 
pieces." That statement was made four 
years ago. It is two years since the water 
was pumped out and, according to the 
three "early birds" who went huntini; for 

worms" early on Tuesday morning, the 
dam is in a good state of preservation. One 
of the excuses the government gave for 
declining to pay Rkki> BuoruKiw & Co. 
was that the cofferdam was "rotten." Is 
not-tliat shameful libel more than refuted 
by the latest report of the chief commis- 
sioner and the ,government engineers ] 
'^ho extraordinary condesciansion and 
vigorous energy of the trio in turning out 
of their warm beds "early" in the morn- 
ing is thus "put" by the organ: 

"The visit and examination are addi- 
tional proof, if any were required, that 
the government is paying every attention 
to the important work and at the same 
time guarding the interests of the tax- 
payers." 

Wonderful condescension; e.xtraordi- 
nary energy; remarkable assiduity. One 
almost imagines he hears the chief com- 
missioner warbling the well-worn lines, 
"Fm ofl' by the morning train," as ho 
doffs his nightcap and plunges into his 
longlegged rubbers; and when the party, 
wellfortified within, fully equipped without 
and armed with worm-exterminator leap 
from their boat and sink in the soft ooze 
of the harbor in the prosecution of their 
.search the public is reminded of Cn\n. 
, ICiNOBtEY's poem, "Three Fishers wcmt 
"a-Sailirig." Well, it is gratifying to know- 
that the excursion was not bootless or 
fruitless, since the newspaper records that 
they actually found a few evidences uf 
"worms." As the hunter is said to fol- 
low a bear by his tracks, so the three 
prospectors for worms discovered tlie 
''ravages" of the insect. It is left to the 
■ imagination to tind out whether they 
used up all or any of the vermifuge; or, 
for, the matter of that, whether they 
caught any worms, or met with the pro- 
verbial "fisherman's luck." The news- 
paper leaves everything in the dark, 
gives the country to understand that al- 
though worms had been there or there- 
abouts it is no indication that they 
were still at work. It is possible — nay, 
probable — that about four years ago the 
i^orms merely entered the piles to sustain 
the reputiition of Mr. Walkem for ver- 
acity; and that having discharged tliat 
duty they 'departed in searcli of "fresh 
.woods" of softer fibre thaC would not set 
their teeth on edge, leaving only their 
"ravages" to mark that they ever existed. 
The public may extract, as the Grit organ 
aaserts, a grain of comfort from tiio item 
in the organ. It is tliis: Tliat the chief 
commissioner and the engineers have got 
their eyes on the worma. They have had 
theiir':_ ejros on the dock for some years; 
and it'ia earnestly to be hoped that as 
'wotilPkilleW tb'tfy'-will achieve a greater 
, measu^ of success than has attended 
" ' ihoir efforts as dock-biiilderB. ° 



^"TREATMENT OF PRISONERS AND 
WITNESSES IN GOURT. 

An. agitation has begun in England to 
bring about a reformation in the mode of 

!^;^treating . the' prisoner when on trial in 
that country. The agitation might ex- 

' tend to this province with good results. 

. ' To aee a man on trial for his life clinging 

- all through a long day to the rail- 
ings in front of tlie clock, almost dropping 
■from fatigue, and far too tired to give liis 

■ full mind to what is going on, ia indeed a 
melancholy and disgraceful sight. There 

riS in England, it is true, a low bench 
usually at the back of the dock, on which 
the judge sometimes ofi'ers the miherabio 
creature a seat, but if the ■ poor wrotcli 
accepts it ho finds himself, to all practica- 
ble purposes, out of the court. He can 
perhaps, if ho be a full-grown man, just 
■ee.th^iep^ofjhis pounsera-,wig wfaeathus 
seated; - l)ut *he^ is^lFar removed" (From all 
communication with him, and he must 

■ have particularly good oars if he can 
catch'One word out of six- of the evidence 
uponiwhich his life depends. In France 
tba-prisoner has a comfortable seat in a 

/conveiiient position for hearing, and it is 
"found that a" couple of officers, one on 



each side, are quite a.s successful in pre 
venting aiij iittenqit at e3ca|)e or violcnco 
on his part as are the spikes iind railings 
of the English dock. In British Colum- 
bia there is no seat in" the dock, and we 
have seen pale, careworn men, debilitated 
by long coiitinenient, compelled to stand 
all day long and sometimes • far into the 
night listening to tlio wearj* details df a 
trial on the event of which their life or lib- 
erty depends. It is a system of torture, 
the abolishment of which we hope to see 
tiie government which will soon be 
formed take in hand. Witnesses should 
also be ulimved tn be aoatei.l wliile givin 
their evidence, but only in extroiue cases 
is the favor now granted. — -

The now High School building adjoins 
the public school building at the head of 
View street on the^ east. . I_t .is.a hand- 
some brick huUdiiigjffithLa^ ahiiigled hip 
ped roof with tin deck 21 ft. by 55 ft. 
The portion of the building containing 
the high schoolroom runs nearly north 
and south. The entrance on the north 
is very haiulaome ami massive consisting 
of a granite arolt, each of thtj jamba form- 
ing u solid block haudsoraely carved 
and dressed, the product of Mr. George 
Kirsnp's chisel. On either side the en- 
trance hall are cloak rooms lOxH ft. 
tilted with porcelain lavatories. Beyond 
this the hall extends the whole breadth of 
the building for a short distance of 8 ft. 
to the door of the high schoolroom. This 
is a line room 48x30 ft. and 15 ft. coiliii;^ 
which is also the height of the two other 
rooms in the building.

The room is 
lighted by four segmental headed win- 
dows placed in the bow at the southern 
end of the room and the vontihition is 
provided for by ventilating sliaft.i, whose 
outlet is aliove the reof.

Our correspondent at Philadelphia de- 
scribed last week the important fMjtrolc- 
urn wells of Pennsylvania. Those of 
Baku, on the Caspitm soa, a short account 
of which appeared also rccoiitly in the 
Tiiiw.s, are now tlio subject of a report 
from the vice-coiiaiil at Batoum, on the 
Black sea. The increasing impovtauce, of 
these wells has led to a'vjirojeot being set 
on foot for connecting Ihiku and Batoum 
by means of pipes, thus av(]idiiig the ditii- 
cullies and daiiger.s nf the lailway trans- 
port of the oil . .\t Dattiuni the petrole- 
um will be pumped into tank steaiiier.s, 
and when the arran(.'ciiietits are complete 
and in workinj* order, the cornaul says: — 
"Very sanguine e.Tiiectations are enter- 
tallied aa to the possibility of siicccasfiil- 
ly competing witli the .Amoricun jietrole- 
iiui imported to Europe." Mr. I'eacock 
writes the following deaoriptioii tjf tlie 
Baku petroleum territory: "The total 
area of the Baku petriileiiiii region, tak- 
ing its extreme points of« aXirfaee oil, gas 
wells, etc., is not less tli'aii 1200 square 
miles. Its elevation above the level of 
the Caspian sea varies gioatly. The Ca.s- 
piaii is 80 feet below the level of the 
ocean. The general asjieet of the region 
ia that of a barren desert deprived of wa- 
ter and vegetatiou, checkered here and 
therd with dried up salt lakes, natural 
outflows and pools of oil, gas wells and 
exhausted mud volcauns. Even on the 
surface of the Caspian natural outflows of 
petroleum and ga.s may be aeon at certain 
places. The boring operations are mostly 
carried out on the peninsula of Apsheron, 
where the potential productiveness is con- 
sidered to be much greater than that of 
American petroleum regions. Comparing 
the results achieved in the two countries 
on one side, and the average depth and 
total niiiiibor of wells on the other, it may 
bo justly stated that the natural [lotrole- 
um riches of Baku, as far as our knowl- 
edge goes, have no parallel in the world. 
Tho lands are partly purchased and partly 
held l)y lease. The former comprise 1580 
desotines, or 18'M> acres, sold by the 
crown to diflerelit parties by public iiiic- 
tioii for tho sum of -,!l8O,307r, or above 
L'litXJ.OOl), at the rale of excliaiige in IST'J 
when the sale took place. For certain 
plots .18 iiuich aa £',i,bOO per aero haa been 
paid. Tho yearly rent for leased crown 
land is only lOr per desetino, or about Ts. 
Od. per acre. These lands were supposed 
to bo worthless at the time, but the con- 
tniry has been proved since, and tliey 
now form a subject! of wild speculation 
among the nninerous iiitifieylosa lease- 
holders — very dctriiiieiitnl to legitimate 
business. A tract of the most valuable 
petroleum land, with an area of 270 acres 
lias been granted ton certain number of 
high oflicials ns a token of imperial favor. 
In 1873 the total number of wells sunk by 
way of drilling was seventeen. The total 
iiiniiber is now above 370. Tho average 
de]ith of borings ia 350 feet; the deepi'st ' 
well 037 feet, witli a diameter from ten . 
inches to fourteen inchoa. The number nf ■ 
unjiroductive wella from natural causes is ■ 
comparatively small; but a yrcat many i 
wells are abandoned for want of means or 
skill to continue the boring, or still more | 
freipiently on account of the o.xtrenioly i 
low price of crude petroloiiiii. Ftowiiiij 
wolLs yielding from 2000 to 4000 barrels | 
(eight poods or forty galbpiia to the bar- 
rel) daily, and pumping wella yielding i 
from 300 to GOO barrel-j daily are of com- 
mon occurrence." The total iiuaiitity j 
produced in 1873 was 300,000 barrels, | 
and in 1881 this rose to between 3,000,- j 
OOOand 4,000,000, besides iiumeiisc quan- !

wasted at the place of production for 
want of adequate means of tankage and 
transportation. The export of tho differ- 
ent potrideum products from Baku by sea

\ heavy ^ame of poker was pkiyod not 
very long since, as I am credibly informed, 
in the mansion of a New York millionaire. 
The millionaire is also a banker, whose 
name is well known from the Hudson to 
San Francisco. I am not at liberty to 
put it in print, and for this very good 
reason I refrain from so doing. He haa 
long had tho reputation of being ono of 
the boldest poker players in Now York, 
and some of tho heaviest games on record 
have been played in his house, where he 
diaponses a princely hospitality. In tho 
particular game in ({uestion, if my infor- 
mation is correct, a foreign .Minister, v.ho 
must also be nameless, though I may say 
that he is a social celebrity in Washing- 
ton, and not unknown in other places, 
found himaelf mulcted out of ^00,000. 

He wiva well acquainted with the banker 
and had joined poker parties at his house 
several times before. On the occasion in 
ipieslicm tho party CGiusistcd of live, all 
with millions to draw upon and courage 
i" back a strong hand for all it waa worth. 
They had played some time before any- 
thing unusual happened. The hands 
wore ordinary, and there was nothing ex- 
citing in the game. Along towards mid- 
night, however, tho cards took a sort of 
new cleparture. Tliu iirst deal gave the 
banker the eight, nine, feu and jack of 
hearts. Ue discarded a spado, took one 
card, and found it to bo a queen of Iioarts. 
So strung a straight tluah as that might 
not come out twice in Ion thousand times. 
He waa elated, but his face gave no sign.

Glass Shlnerloa. 

A patent has been taken out for the 
iimiuifucture of shingles eoinposed of 
glass. It is claimed for this material that 
it is so much more durable, stronger and 
more impervious to rain than slate or any 
other substance now used. Tho manufac- 
ture of tho ahinglea will also be compara- 
tively inexponaive, and can bo placed in 
by any ordinary workman. These shin- 
gles liave the advantage of alate in sever- 
al particulars. In consequence of their 
shape they lie solid mi tho roof, and can 
bo used on comparatively flat roofs, and 
they will admit of persona on them with- 
out danger of fracture, a quality which 
slate does not possess. Tliey are inter- 
locked so as to leave no interstices bo- 
twoeii them, and one rivot holds each pair 
of shingles, bo that they cannot be forced 
from their places by the wind or atmos- 
plieric dislurbaiices. Thoy are also made 
so as to have very little waste material. 
It takes 300 alatca, each 8x12 inches, to 
cover what is technically known as a 
"stpiaro roof" (a scpiare measuring ten 
feet either way) but loO of these shingles 
will suSics for the same space. Glass is 
likewiao a nou-conductor of electricity, 
and houses with these roofs will need no 
lightning conductors. Although the kind 
of glass intended to be used in these 
shingles is non-traiiaparent glass, a roof 
with colored border and opalescent body 
is said to bo very handsome.
